A  Globe  of  Villages 

A  "global  village"  is  a  good  description  of  a  people  fed  on  mass  media-- 
yet  the  emerging  world  of  the  Internet  is  better  described  as  a  "Globe  of 
Villages"  once  again.   Why?   Because  individuals  can  control  what  they  see 
and  better  yet  participate  in  the  production  of  what  others  see.   Everyone 
is  a  publisher  and  everyone  is  an  editor.   That  is  not  to  say  everything 
has  equal  value,  rather  the  number  of  sources  to  pick  from  is  larger  and 
the  communities  served  can  be  much  smaller.   Professional  book  publishers 
target  a  minimum  run  of  10,000;  magazines  are  higher.   Those  of  us  that 
have  something  to  say  to  only  500  people  that  are  spread  all  over  the  world 
have  been  excluded--  until  now.   The  Internet  offers  a  mechanism  for 
geographically  distant  communities  to  form,  share  a  literature,  leisure, 
work,  indeed  build  a  culture.   These  cultures,  or  villages,  encourage 
sharing  and  participation  unlike  the  homogenous  world  of  mass  media. 
Fortunately,  this  re-emerging  "Globe  of  Villages"  is  a  richer  world  than 
the  "Global  Village"  of  Marshall  Macluhan.
